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The secretary of war did not wait for any 
special authority from congress. He was 
assured, however, by Senator Perkins and 
other men of wealth, that congress would be 
certain to pass an appropriation, and, if it 
did not, these men themselves would make 
up the amount 


Congress Acts Promptly. 


Congress did act, and act promptly. Im- 
mediately after his conference with Secretary 
Taft during the morning, Senator Perking 
hastened back to the capitol with a bill pro- 
viding for $250,000 to be appropriated for the 
relief of the sufferers. By the time he got 
to the capitol later telegrams had rendered 
the situation still more apparently critical, 
and Senator Perkins amended his appropria- 
tion bill so as to provide for a total of $500,000 
to be immediately avallable. The bill was 
rushed over to the house and put in thé hands 
of Chairman’ Tawney of the appropriations 
committee. 

By that time the afternoon dispatches had 
made the situation in the earthquake belt 
even worse than it was before. The house, 
therefore, proceeded to see the senate bill and 
go it one better. Speaker Cannon pushed ev- 
erything else aside, and in a few minutes the 
house had passed a bill appropriating $1,000,- 
000 as a first installment of the government 
relief fund for the benefit of the earthquake 
sufferers. Every clerk, and page, and mes; 
senger was put on his mettle. The bill was 
hurried back to the senate and the house 
amendment was accepted. 


President Signs Bill. 


Then it was properly engrossed and sent to 
the White house by a special messenger. 
President Roosevelt was waiting for it and 
signed the bill without a minute's delay, so 
that before night a million of money in the 
United States treasury was set ange for use 
in California. 

Nor will this million be all, Congress stands 
ready to appropriate every possible cent that 
is needed. It will double the million, or quad- 
ruple it, or multiply it by tenor twenty if the 
occasion seems to vet agcatnan Neither repub- 


licans nor democrats are disposed to raise 
any ery of economy in the face of a disaster 
which has appalled every one here. 

Telegraphic communication between 
Washington and the army and navy officers 
on the Pacific coast has «been badly inter- 
rupted all day. The outlying posts like Van- 
couver Barracks and similar places having 
stores of tents and rations responded to the 
earliest telegrams from here with the utmost 
promptness, but Admiral McCalla, In charge 
of the navy yard at Mare island, and Capt, 
Perkins, in command of the naval training 
station on Goat island in San Francisco bay, 
aid not get their dispatches of yesterday an- 
nouncing the earthquake through until to. 
day. 


Navy Meets Emergencies. 


Meanwhile the admiral at Maré island was 
ordered early in the day to confer with Gen. 
Funston at San Franciecd, and, if deemed 
advisable, was authorized to transfer to the 
army authorities any stores or provisions at 
the navy yard, keeping in view only the 
actual necessities of the firet. 

At the same time Admiral McCalla, by di- 
rection of Secretary Bonaparte, intercepted 
Admiral Goodrich, who had sailed out of San 
Diego with the Pacific squafron,.and ordered 
him to start at once for San Francisco with 
the flagship Chicago, the cruiser Marbie- 
head, ahd the other vesgels in the fleet, 
which included the Boston and the Prince- 
ton, with the Paul Jones and the Perry. 

‘Besides that, there i@ the submarine 
Grampue at Mare island available for harbor 
duty in San Francisco bay, The light boats 
and launches from the ships will land sailors 
and marines to protect the water front and 
to assist in putting out the fire there if it can 
be done. The fish on steamer Al- 
batross, it is reported, y has been put 
at work in the harbor and will do what it can, 
although it is not equipped with men or boats | 
for hard service.

Night and Day of Fire Com- 
pletes Devastation of 
Gity Proper. 


NOB HILL WIPED OUT. 


Desperate Effort to Save Resi- 
dential District and Last 
Hotels Fails, 


300,000 PEOPLE HOMELESS 


Hunger, Thirst, and Flames Menace 
Population Imprisoned in 
Park. 


REIGN OF ANARCHY IS FEARED. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 20, via Oakiand, 
1 a. m.—[Special.}—At this hour San Fran- 
cisco sits in the waste of her ruins awaiting 
the time when the flames shal] have worn 
themselves out through lack of fuel. 

The fire is still burning, but there is little 
left to destroy, The ruin and devastation is 


| almost complete. , 


Tonight only the outer fringe of the city 
is left, and the flames which swept unim- 
peded tn a hundred directions all last night 
and today are swiftly obliterating what re- 
mains. 

Nothing worthy of the name of a building 
in the business district and not more than 
half of the residence district has escaped. 
Of its population of. 400,000 tonight 300,000 
are homeless. 

No estimate can be made of the dead. Five 
thousand would be as near accuracy as 500. 

Citizens in Stupor of Despair. 

Gutted throughout its entire magnificent 
financial quarters by the swift work of thirty 
hours and with a black ruin covering more 
than seven square miles out into her very 
heart, the city now waits in a stupor the in- 
evitable reign of starvation and of possible 
anarchy that must crowd close upon the 
disaster of the last dreadful day. 

The flames at this moment are eating out 
the central residence portion about the west- 
ern addition and fashionable Pacific heights, 
the only section of the city proper that has 
thus far escaped. 


Worst Disaster in Nation’s History. 

This is absolutely the greatest disaster that 
ever overcame an American city, and one of 
the great fires of history. Beside it the Chi- 
cago, Boston, and ‘Baltimore fires are al- 
most unimportant, 

No American city ever was so completely 
destroyed«as this, and, outside of the earth- 
quake, the fire probably fs the greatest in 
American history. The city hada population 
of more than 400,000 people. Not more than 
one-fourth of these can have escaped to Oak- 
land or the peninsula. 

All the hospitals except the free city hos- 
pital have been destroyed, and they have 
been dragging the injured, sick, and dying 
from place to place of safety all day, 

Loss in Money Is Incalculable. 

It is hard to estimate the loss in money. It 
may be said that practically all imppove- 
ments on real estate and a great part of the 
personal property are gone. The loss will 
certainly be more than $200,000,000, The last 
assessment gave the value of land and im- 
provements in San Francisco at $402,000,000. 
The insurance held in San Francisco waz esti- 
mated yesterday at from $350,000,000 to $390,- 
000,000. 

All day the fire, sweeping in a dozen direo- 
tions, trresistibly completed the desolation 
of the city, Nob hill district, in which were 
situated. the home of Mrs. Stanford, the 
priceless Hopkins Art institute, the Fair- 
mount hotel, a marble palace that cost Mrs. 
Oelrichs $5,000,000, and homes of a hundred 
millionaires, was destroyed. 

It was not without a struggie that Mayor 
Schmits and his aids let this, the fairest sec- 
tion of the city, suffer obliteration. Befure 
noon when the flames were marching swiftly 
on Nob hill, but were still far off, dynamite 
was dragged up the steep débris laden streets. 
For a distance of a mile every residence cn 
the east side of Van Ness avenue was swept 
away in @ vain hope to stay the progress of 
the fire,

A fireman ran shrieking up Ellis street past 
the doomed Flood billding at 2 o'clock this 
morning, and as be ran tears sprang from 
“No more dynamite, O, God!” moaned the 
crowd that stood tn the glare of the approach- 
ing flames. “ No more dynamite, and weare 


Bo at 2 o'clock, with the aynamiteexneust- 
ed and not a dozen streams of water beng 
thrown in the entire fire sone, the stunned 
fire fighters and the stupid people sat still to 
watoh the remnant of the city burn. 

There was no help. Water was gone, pow- 
der Was gone, hope even was a fiction. The 
fair city by the Golden Gate was doomed to 
be. bletted from the sight of man. 

The stricken people who wander through 
the streets in pathetic helplessness and sit 
upon their scattered belongings in cooling 
ruins have reached the stage of dumb, un-| 
caring despair, the city dissolving before 
their eyes has no significance longer. 


Ghastly Scene of Ruin. 

Marius sitting among the ruins of Carthage 
saw not such « sight as preseiits itself In the 
dim hase of the smoke pall. Ruins stark 
naked, ya wing at fearful angles and pinnacied 
into @ thousand fearsome shapes, mark the 
site of what was three-fourths of the total 
area of the city. 

There is no business quarter; it is gone. 
There is no longer a hotel district, a theater 
route, @ place where Night beckoned to Pleas- 
ure. Everything is gone. 

But a portion of the residence domain of 
the city remains, and the jawe of the disaster 


are closing down on that with relentless deter~- | 


mination. 

All of the city south of Market street, even 
down to Islais creek and outas far as Vailen- 
cia street, is now a smouldering ruin. Into 
the western addition and the Pacific avenue 
heights three broad fingers of fire are feeling 
their way with a speed that foretells the de-/ 
struction of all the palace sites of the city be-. 
fore the night is over. ‘ 


Financial District a Waste. 

There is no longer a downtown district. A 
blot of black spreads from Hast street to 
Oklavia, and is bounded on the south and 
north by Broadway and Washington streets 
and Islais creek respectively. Not a bank 
stands. There are no longer any exchanges, 
insurance offices, brokerages, real estate of- 
fices, all that once represented the financial 
heart of the city and its industrial strength. 

Go up Market street from the Ferry build- 
ing to Valfira street and nothing but the 
black fingers of jagged ruins point to the 
emoke blanket that presses low overhead. 
Visit what was once California, Sansome, 
and Montgomery streets and you must esk a 
panting fireman to direct you out of the laby- 
rinth of grim blackened walla. 

Chinatown is ho more. Union square is a 
barren waste. 


All the City a Wilderness. 

The Call building stands proudly erect, 
lifting ite whited head above the rufn like 
some leprous thing and with all ite windows, 
dead, staring eyes that look upon nothing but 
a wiidertiess. The proud Fiood building is 
a hollow shell. 

The St. Francis hotel, one time a place of 
luxury, ig naught but a box of stone and 
steel. 

Yet the flames leap on exultantly. They 
leap chasms like a waterfall taking a preci- 
pice. Now they are here, now there, always 
pressing on into the west and through to the 
end of the city. : 

The fire was supposed to have eaten itself 
out thie morning in the wholesale dis- 
trict below Sansome street, and the 
main body of the flames was confined to 
the district south of Market street, where 
the oll works, the furniture factories, and 
the vast lumber yards gave fodder irito the 
mouth of the fire fiend. 

Yet, suddenly, as if by perverse devilis 
ness, a fierce wind from the west swept over 
the crest of Nob hill and was answered by 
leaping tongues of flame from out of the 
heart of the ruins. 


Citizens Stunned by Despair. 

By 8:80 o'clock Montgomery street had been 
spanned and the great Merchants’ Exchange 
building on California street flamed out like 
the beacon torch of a falling star. From 
the dark fringe of humanity, watching on 
the crest of the California street hill, there 
sprang the noise of a sudden catching of the 
breath—not a sigh, not a groan—just a sharp 
gasp, betraying a stress of despair near to the 
insanity point. 

Nine o’clock and the great Crocker build- 
ing shot sparks and added tongues of fire 
to the high heavens. Immediately the fire 
jumped to Kearny street, licking at the fat 
provender that shaped itself for consuming. 

Then began the mournful procession of 
Japanese and poor whites occupying the 
rookeries about Dupont street and along 
Pine. Tugging at heavy ropes, they rasped 
trunks up the steep pavements of California 
and Pine streets to places of temporary 
safety. 

Pitiable Scenes in Streets. 

It was a motley crew. Women laden with 
bundles and dragging reluctant children by 
the hands panted up the steep slope with 
terror stamped on their faces. m 

Men with household furniture heaped 
eamelwise on their shoulders trudged stoic- 
ally over the rough cobbies, with the fame of 
the fire bronzing their faces into the outlines 
of a gargoyle. One patriotic son of Nippon 
labored painfully up Dupont street with the 
crayon portrait of the emperor of Japan on 
his back. 

While this zone of fire was swiftly gnawing 
its way through Kearny street and up the_hill, 


conflagration was being stubbornly fought 
at the corner of Golden Gate avenue and 
Polk street. Here exhausted firemen direct- 
ed the feeble streams from two hoses upon 
a solid biock of streaming flame.

Flames Sweep on Unchecked. 

Like a sickle set to a field of grain the flery 
crescent spread around the southerly end 
of the west addition up to Oak and Fell 
streets, along Octavia.

Refugees Are Without Food. 
The housing of the homeless people, who 


reservation last night, is going to be-a great 
problem. So, indeed, is their feeding. No 
supplies can come into the town at present, 
The people have been ving on the supplics 
taken from grécery stores and handed out 
by the soldiers, hut the wholesale houses are 
gone with their stores of provisions and 
starvation is imminent. 

Last night the Alta Plaza was a scene of 
horror, thronged with homeless people. The 
fire was going on in the district south of 
them, and at intervals all night exhausted 
fire fighters made their way to the plaza and 
dropped with, the breath out of them among 
the huddled people and the bundles of house- 
hold goods. 

The soldiers, who are administering affairs 
with all the justice of judges and ali the 
devotion of heroes, kept three of fou icket: 
of water; even from the women, for these 
men, whe kept coming all the night long. 
There was a little food, also kept by the’sol- 
diers for these emergencies, and the sergeant 
had in his charge one precious bottle of whis- 
ky, from which he doled out drinks to those 
who were utterly exhausted. 

Men and Women Pray Aloud. 

Over in a corner of the plaza a band of 
men and women were praying, and one 
fanatic, driven crazy by hotror, was crying 
out at the top of his voice: 

“The Lord sent it—the Lord!’’ 

His hysterical crying got on the nerves of 
the soldiers and bade fair to start a panic 
among the women and children. A sergeant 
went over and stopped it by force. All night 
they huddled together in this hell, with the 
fire making it bright as day on all sides, and 
in the morning, the soldiers using their sense 
again, commandeered a supply of bread from 
a bakery, sent out another water squad, and 
fed the refugees with a semblance of break-

fast. 
There was one woman in the crowd who 


had been separated from her husband in a 
rush of the smoke, and did not know whether 
he was living or dead. The women attended

Chinese in Pitiful Plight, 

A few Chinese made their way into the 
crowd. They were trembling, pitifully 
scared, and willing to. stop wherever the sol- 
diers placed them. 

This is only a glimpse of the horrible night 
in the parks and open places. Some of the 
well to do people in the upper residence dis- 
tricta have gathered in the strangers from 
the highways and byways and given them 
Shelter. and comfort for the night in their 
living roome and drawing rooms. 

Shelter came more easily than food. Not 
an ounce of supplies, of course, has come in 
for two days; and most of the permanent 
stores are in the hands of the soldiers, who 
dole them out to.all comers alike. But the 
hungry cannot always find the military 
stores, and the news has not got about, since 
there are no newspapers and no regular 
means of communication, *~* 


Even Rich Without Food. 

One man tells a stery of being taken in by 
a family living in a three story house in the 
fashionable Pacific avenue.

them in bounds on the first day. Then a 
policeman shot ome of them, and this had a 
good effect. 

But today they broke loose, and, joining 
with the rescuers; began to go through the 
buildings. In the early afternoon one of 
these cattle came staggering out of a wine- 
house on Green street, his arms filled with 
champagne bottles, and already half drunk 
with brandy, which he had found in the 
wreck, A soldier of the Thirteenth caught 
and hel4 him.

SECOND DAY OF THE DISASTER. 


Story in Detail of the Hopeless Battle 
with the Flames—Little of City

San Francisco, Cal., April 19, 7 p. m.—arter 
a day in which all efforts to stay the ravages 
of the conflagration which for thirty-siy 
hours has swept over San Francisco proved 
futile, the situation at this hour is this:

Three?Great Fires Raging. 

Tonight three separate fires were burning. 
One was on that portion that extends from 
Nob hill Gown easterly towards the water 
front. It was traveling slowly northeriy 
towards the Telegraph Hill section and may 
@ie out from lack of material or may again 
sweep towards the extreme vwater front, 

The second center was in the Mission dis- 
trict. Here the fire had reached. Kigtiteenth 
street, but was making little headway toward 
the hillsides to the west, where thousands 
of people are camped, 


Western Section in Peril. 

The third and most dangerous fire is that 
threatening the western section. This is 
really a continuation of the Nob hill fire. It 
is wedge shaped, with the apex pushing {for- 
ward. This is the point against which the 
firemen are bending their greatest efforts. 
Dynamite was used for back firing purposes 
with only fair success. Tonight many bulld- 
ings may be blown up. 

Chief of Police Dinan said he thought 250 
would fully cover the number of deaths. He 
found it impossible to see details. About 
fifty bodies have thus far been found, There 
was considerable shooting of looters today, 
but the offenders were fortunate enough to 


Fighting Fire With Artillery. 

At 4 o'clock this afternoon Mayor Schmitz 
and Chief of Police Dinan saw that the only 
hope of saving the western addition, with its 
forest of frame dwellings, and the Richmond 
district, with its thousands of homes, was 
to check the march of the wall of fire at Van 
Ness avenue, which crosses the city from 
north to south, where the retail stores and 
fine apartment houses end, and where the 
residences begin. 

This avenue is 90 feet wide and the pos- 
sibilities of checking the march of the flames 
here looked hopeful to those who were figur- 
ing on ways and means. 

Orders were given to concentrate every fire 
engine in the cit@ at this avenue, to marshal] 
troops of soldiers there, the police, and all 
the army of workers, and make one last 
stand to save the remainder of the city. 


Mansions Riddled with Cannon. 

The codperation of the artillery wae secured 
and huge cannons were drawn to the avenue 
by the military horses to aid the dynamiters 
in blowing up the mansions of- the million- 
aires on the west side of Van Ness in Order te 
prevent the flames from leaping across the 
highway and starting on their unrestrained 
sweep across the western addition. » 

Every available pound of dynamite was 
hauled to this point, and the sight wae one of 
stupendous and appalling havoc, as the can- 
nons were trained on the palaces and the shot 
tore into the walls and toppled the buildings 
in crushing ruins. 4 


house after house, the dwellings of million- 
aires were lifted into the air by the power of 
the bellowing blast and dropped to the earth 
a mass of dust and débris. 

The work was necessarily dangerous, and 
many of the exhausted workers, who kept 
working through a stretch of forty-eight 
hours without sleep and scarcely any food, 
through force of instinctive heroism alone, 
may have been killed while making this last 
desperate stand. Many of the workers in 
} placing the blasts took chances that spelled 
injury or death. 


Situation at 6 P. M. 

The fire line at 6 o’clock extends a mile 
along the east side of Van Ness avenue, from 
Pacific street to Ellis. All behind this, ex- 
cepting the Russian hill region and a smiall 
district lying along the north beach, has 
been swept clean by the flames and from the 
steel hulks of buildings and pipes and shafts 
and spires have been dropped Into the molten 
mass of débris like so much melted wax. 


Booming of Cannon Continues. 

The steady booming of the artillery and 
the roar of the dynamite above the howl 
and cracking of the flames continue with 
monotonous regularity. Such noises have 
been bombarding the ears of the panic strick- 
en people since the earthquake of forty-eight 
hours ago. They have ceased to heed the 
sound, and rush pell mell, drowning their 
senses in. a bedliam of their own creation.

Panic Grows as Night Comes. 

While the heroic fire fighters were making 
the last stand at the line of Van Ness ave- 
nue, panic relgned among the survivors in 
other parts of the city. The intense heat 
atid the absence of water have been so terri- 
ble that scores have become frantic and 
others have dropped from exhaustion in the 
streets. The streets are still choked with 
refugees hurrying hither and thither, scram- 
bling wildly for an avenue of escape. 

Since early morning, when the great rush of 
flames doomed the hotel and apartment house 
districts along Ellis, O'Farrell, and Sutter 
streets, men, women, and children have been 
rushing or staggering under heavy loads of 
luggage, some to the ferries at the water 
front in the hope of getting to Oakland and 
the east sidé of the bay, others to the hills, 
Golden Gate park, the ocean beach, the Pre- 
sidio, and San Mateo bay. 

The trip to the hills and to the water front 
was one of terrible hardship. Famishing 
women and children and exhausted men wére 
compelled to walk seven miles around the

Many dropped to the street under the 
weight of their loads, and willing fathers and 
husbands, their strength almost gone, strove 
to pick up and urge them forward aguin. 


Rush Into Doomed Building.

Escape Marthquake, Not Fire. 

The handsome, gigantic St. Francis hotel, 
in Powell street, fronting on Union square, 
is a ruined shell. This was one of the high 
steel structures that had defied the terrible 
trembler of yesterday, but this morning it 
is another sad tribute to the completeness 
of the devastation that has visited San #ran- 
cisco. : i 

Further west on Post street stood the home 
of the Olympic club, the oldest regularly or- 
ganized athletic association in the United 
States, and famious for its appointments and 
for the number of athletes it has developed. 
The building was worth $800,000 and its fur- 
nighings were of the finest quality. Nothing 
refnams but a mass of steel and stone. 


Big Skyscrapers in Ruins. 

The great new Flood building, bullt by 
James Flood at a cost of $4,000,000, and occu- 
pied about a year ago; the new Merchants’ 
Exchange building on California street, 
erected at a cost of $2,500,000; the Crocker 
building at Montgomery and Market streets, 
a million dollar structure; the Mills building 
at Bush and Montgomery, costing the same 
sum; the new Shreve building, at Post street 
and Grant avenue, costing $2,000,000, and 
occupied on April last by the largest jeweiry 
store on the coast, are some of the new 
structures destroyed by the flames. The 
Shreve Jewelry company carried a stock or 
$2,000,000 worth of jewelry. 

Big Banks Wiped Out. 

The Occidental hotel, in Montgomery street, 
for years the headquarters for any army offi- 
cers that visited San Francisco; the old Lick 
house, built by the philanthropist; James 
Lick; the old Russ house, also in Montgom- 
ery street; the Nevada National Bank block, 
the Hayward building at California and 
Montgomery, a@ modern structure of ten 
stories, are all gone. 

Then to the eastward the splendid example 
of the severe Gothic style, the California Na- 


tional bank, the First Natione] bank, the | 


First Canadian Bank of Commerce, the Lon- 
don and San Francisco bank, im California 
street; the London, Paris and American bank 
and the Bank of British North America, in 
Sansome street; the large Gértnan-American 
Savings bank, also in California street, are 
others of the notable buildings destroyed in 
that district. 


Theaters Are Rubbish Heaps. 

The California hotel and theater in Bush 
street, near Montgomery; the Grand opera 
house im Mission street, where the Conried 
grand opera company has just opened for a 
series of three weeks of opera; the Orpheum, 
the Columbia, the Alcazar, the Majestic, the 
Central, and Fisher's were some of the play- 
houses to which pleasure loving San Fran- 
cisco was wont to flock.

Famous Restaurants No More. 

San Francisco was famous for the excel 
lence of its restauranta. Many of these were 
known wherever the traveler discussed 
good living. Among them were the “ Pup” 
and, Marschand’s in Stockton street; the 
“ Poodle Dog,” one of the most ornete dis- 
tinctive restaurant buildings in the United 
States; Zinkand’s and the Fiesta, in Market 
street: the famous Palace grill in the Palace 
hotel; and seores of bohemian resorts in the 
old part of San Francisco. They are no

No Newspaper Offices. 
At the junction of Kearney, Market, and 
Geary streets stopd the three great news- 
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paper buildings of San Francisco—the Call; 
the most conspicuous structure in all the city, 
seventeen stories high; across the street che 
Hearst butiding, the home of the Examiner; 
and to the north of this, on the opposite side 
of Market street, the Chronicle, a modern 10 
story newspaper and office building, with 
the sixteen story annex under course of con- 
struction. All were destroyed. Two blocks 
» north in Kearney street were the Bulletin 
and Post buildings. They also are gone. 


Department Stores Burned. 

Among the mammoth department stores 
destro oped are the Emporium, Hales & Fra- 
ger’s, in Market; in Kearney street, the 
White House, O’Connor & Moffatt's, New- 
man & Levinson, Roos Bros., Raphael's, the 
Hub, and many lesser establishments; In 
Geary street are the Davis, the City of Paris, 
Samuels’ in Post street, Vel Strauss im San- 
Wallace's, Nathan, Dohrmarn 

& Co., and Bullock & Jones. The Emporium 
was the largest and handsomest store of its 


kind west of Chicago. 


Cost $7,000,000; in Ashes. 

On Market street the Phelan building, ane 
of the earliest attempts at a pretentious work 
of architecture in the business district, and 
covering the most valuable piece of real ¢s- 
tate in San Francisco, is gone. The great 
group of bujidings standing on a piece of 
groun® bounded by Larkin, McAllister, and 
Grove streets, erected by the city of Ban 
Francisdo at a cost of $7,000,000, and known 
as the city and county buildings, are how a 
mass of smoking, emoldering ruins. With 
the buildings were probably destroyed the 
city and county records. 

The beautiful St. Francis hotel, facing 
Union square, erected at a cost of $4,500,000, 


is in ruins. 


The magnificent group of bulldings at Van. 


Ness avenue and Hayes street of the St. Ig- 
natius college and cathedral, probably worth 
$2,000,000, and ‘st. Deminick’'s church .on

How Mint Was Saved. | 

The branch United States mint on Fifth 

street, near Market, was not destroyed, but 

was damaged to a considerable extent. Its 


escape is due to the fact that it occupied a 


large square, separated from surrounding 
buildings by the wide paved space. Two 
blocks west of the mint stood the splendid 
new postoffice building, finished about six 


anonths ago, and erected at a cost of $2,000,000 


for actual construction. It wag one of the 
most beautiful buildings in the United States, 
said to have been equaled in architectural 
excellence only by the new congressional li- 
brary at Washington. It was destroyed. 


Good-By to Chinatown. 

Chinatown at noon today was a furnace, 
and the denizens of that quarter earlier in 
the day had their simple possessions bundled 
for departure. On the farther western side 
the flames cut a wide path to Van Ness 
avenue, but here, owing to the width of that 
thoroughfare and to the additional fact that 
there was a weak water supply in the mains, 
it was boped to check the ruin at this line. 

Exodus of the Homeless. 

While the battle with the conflagration 
was in progress the exodus of homeless 
peeple, which began with the first light of 
dawn, continued A slight shock of earth- 
quake at 5 o’clock in the morning added a 
fresh incentive to flight. 

The ferryboats to adjacent counties were 
crowded to the utmost this ‘forenoon and to 
the westward portion of the peninsula a 
conetant throng of homeless people carry- 
ing their portable household belongings add- 
6@ to the colonies in the secure sand hills 
and the parks. Golden Gate park and the 
unimproved blocks of the district south and 
north of the park quickly presented the ap- 
pearance of tented cities, many varieties of 
shelter being improvised from bedding and 
blankets. 

The government aided in the progress of 
the people out of the city to Oakland, Berke- 
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ley, and Alameda. Tugboats and steamers 
were pressed into service for this purpose. 

Even these facilities have not been able to 
take away the thousands anxious to reach 
places of safety across the bay. Tonight 
there ig a vast army of refugees <* the 
wharves awaiting transportation. 

Those who remained mm the ruined city to 
guard what few bits of property they had 
left took refuge on the hillsides in the central 
portion of the city, thinking they were safe 
from the roaring furnace that was consuming 
the business section, They watched the 
towering mounds of flames and speculated 
as to the extent of the territory that was 
doomed. 

Suddenly there was whispered alarm up 
and down the long line of watchers, and they 
hurried away to drag clothing, cooking uten- 
sil, and scant provisiong <@rough the 
streets. From Grant avenue the procession 
moved westward. Men end women dragged 
trunks, packed huge bundles of blankets, 
boxes of provisions—everything. Wagons 
could not be hired except by paying the most 
extortionate rates. 

Thousands of persons found refuge in Oak- 
land. Idora park was opened for the use 
of those left without shelter, Cots were 
placed in theaters, churches, and public 
buildings. Relief stations were established 
at the Oakland city hall and at the various 
public parks throughout the city. 


Confusion Over Loss of Life. 

There still is much confusion concerning 
the loss of life. This forenoon there were 
twenty-seven corpses lying in Portsmouth 
square, gathered from various sections. It 
fy said that elsewhere bodies are lying in the 
streets, there being no means available to 
remove them. In his travels down Market 
street a press representative saw three bodies 
lying in the débris, some rude covering hev- 
ing been thrown over to protect them from 
the heat and glare of the sun. 

The heat is another threatening danger, for 
the dead in many instances are lying in the 
streets and ruins. The authorities are doing 


all in their power to remove the bodies in 
order that a pestilence may be prevented. 

It has been necessary repeatedly to move 
the injured from places where they had 
sought refuge, for the fire kept increasing 
with alarming rapidity. 

Except for an occasional accident, there 
has been no additional loss of life reported 
since yesterday. People have had time to 
leave the burning districts, though most of 
them have lost all their belongings. 


Troops Rule the Streets, 

United States troops are in charge of the 
streets and the ruined district to prevent 
looting. Hundreds of soldiers patrolled the 
streets and drove the crowds back, while 
hundreds more were set at work assisting 
the fire and police departments. The strict- 
est orders were issued and in true military 
spirit the soldiers obeyed. The curious 
were driven back at the breasts of the horses 
that the cavalrymen rode and all the crowds 
were forced from the level district to the 
hilly section beyond to the north. 

Looters Shot Down. 

Gen. Funston is codperating with Mayor 
Schmitz, whose orders to all offfeers are to 
kill without warning all malefactors. When 
men have been needed to carry out the plans 
of rescue, they have been pressed into serv- 
ice. In only a few instances was it necessary 
to resort to the cocked revolver and drawn 
sword, after which there was no hesitancy. 

Three thieves were shot this afternoon 
while looting in the ruins. 

Oné man on Market street, who was found 
digging in the ruins of a jewelry shop, was 
discovered by 3 naval reserve man and fired 
upon three times. The fellow sought safety 
in flight, but the reserve man brought him 
down by running his bayonet through him. 
*Reports of extensive shooting came to 
press representatives from various quarters, 
but verification of the reports is absolutely 
impossible. In fact concerted action of any 
kind is simply out of the question, and almost 
every official is acting on his own responsi- 
bility, it being a physical impossibility to 
communicate with superior authorities. ;

It was not yet noon, but the city’s hospitals 
were already filled with dead and injured, and 
ell available storerooms were being pressed 
into service. Dead bodies were being carried 
from the streets in garbage wagons. In every 
direction hysterical women were seen. Men 
walked through the streets, weeping, and 
others with blanched faces, Transfer men 
were being offered fabulous sums to remove 
household goods, even for a block distant. 
Horses had been turned loose and were run- 
ning at large to prevent their being inciner- 
ated in. the burning buildings.” Women had 
loaded their personal belongings on carts and 
were pulling them through the city, the prop- 
erty being huddled in the public squares. 


Bodies Piled Haphazard. 


. George F.. Williams, a Pullman conductor 
on the second train to arrive in Los Angeles 
today from San Francisco, was one.of those 
who witnessed the catastrophe of yesterday 
morning. Mr. Williams, who lives at 816 
Fruitvale, was not in San 
Francisco at the time of the first shock, but 
reached the city shortly afterward. He says 


at that time there was littie rush atthe ferry ‘ 


station, and that the people were both coming 
and going. He was in the stricken city from 
then until 2 o'clock. 

“During the time I was there,” said Mr. 
Williams, “ the work of rescue and fighting 
the flames was going on without intermit- 
tence. The bodies of the dead were being 
carried through the streete in every manner 
of conveyance. In many places the streets 
were impassable On lower Market street I 


‘saw a man with @ team of horses..and re 


truck on which four bodies were piled bi 
hazard. As 1 stood theres building tum rea 
into the street which already was blocked in 
front. The flames came on apace, and the 
man, unable to save his horses or Mis freight 
of human bodies, sought safety in flight: <As 
I watched, the fire licked up: the dead and the 
living and swept onward in search of more 
sustenance. 


Dynamite Adds to Terror. 

“The detonations of exploding dynamite 
were terrible. At 10’clock the destruction of 
the Palace hotel began. A regiment of sol- 
diers formed a square around the tottering 
building, charges of dynamite were placed in 
the corridors, and then a moment before the 
time for firing they drove the people head- 
long before them for some distance in order 
to protect.them from accident. 

“ When I reached the city I made my way 
to the Palace along Market street. WhenlI 
left at 2 o’cleck the street was either on fire 
or in ashes, and fn order to gain the ferry 
station I was forced to make a widedetour 
around Telegraph hill. 

“One of the pecullar things about the dis- 
aster is that many of the buildings began 
first to burn from their upper stories.” 

“ After the first shock at 5:15 o’clock the 
streets were filled with persons running 
toward the ferries.” said Mrs. M. EB. Hoyle, 
Tonopah, Nev. “ The one thought of all was 
to get away as s00n as possible. Fear at 
what nothing could prevent reigned and 
many persons lost theirreason. I lost every~ 
thing I had, of course, but I escaped.” 


Shock Followed by Roar. 

“The Grand hotel tossed iMke a ship at 
sea. There was a wavelike motion, accom- 
panied by a severe up and down tremp,”’ 
said J. R. Hand of the Hand Fruit company 
of Loe Angeles. ©” The shock was accom- 
panied by a terrific roar that is indescriba- 
ble. An upright beam came through the 
floor of my room and the walis bulged in, 
I thought I should not get out alive. All, 
my baggage was lost, but I still have the 
key to my room as a souvenir, No. 249. 

*‘T was on the third story of the hotel and 
got the last vacant room. *No one‘In eny 
of the stronger built hotels was killed, to 
the best of my knowledge: These hoteis 
were destroyed by fire after being severely 
wrecked. I reached the ferry station by a 
trip of about six miles around by the Fair- 
mount hotel and thence to the water front. 

“The Examiner building went up like a 
flash. I was standing in front of the Crocket 
bullding and saw the first'smoke. Just then 
the soldiers ran: us out. We went around 
two blocks ‘an@ the next view we had the 
building was a mags of flames. The burning 
of the Palace was a ‘beautiful sight from 
the bay. I do not believe the loss of life 
will exceed 500." 

“The St, Francis hotel felt as if it wouid 
tip over,”’ said Dr. W. Edward Hibbard at 
Pasadena. “I ran to the window and saw 
the big buildings waving like stalks in the 


wind.” 


DES MOINES WOMAN’S ESCAPE. 


Miss Lida Baker Fled from Terminal 
Hotel Just as Chimney Orashed 
Through Roof.

Men and women occupants of office build- 
ings, especially the tall structures, ran out 
into the streets, some of them hatless.

The shock, however, 
passed off in a few minutes, and most of those 
who had fled streetwards returned presently.

Outside Reports Meager. 

Oakland, Cal, April 19.—[{Special.}—Re- 
ports from outside San Francisco are still 
quite meager, Interest is still centered on 
the unparalleled calamity of the metropolis. 
Apparently the most serious single accident 
in the whole earthquake was the cave-in of 
the state insane asylum at Agnews, near San 
José. This was a large and old building and 
housed 400 patients besides the keepers and 
house force.

Tells of Hospital Horror. 

Dr. Clark, superimendent of the San Fran- 
cisco county hospital, telephoned tonight con- 
cerning the situation at the Agnews insane 
asylum, near San José. Dr. Clark said 
eleven employés and officers of the institu- 
tion, including Drs. Kelly) and Gell, were 
killed and twenty injured., Among the pa- 
tients 56 were killed and 120 Injured. All 
the buildings were demolished. Dr. Clark 
went to Agnews in an automobile, taking 
four -nurses with him, and materially ds- 
sisted the remaining members of the staff 
to organize relief measures, 

Tents have been set up in the grounds of 
the mstitution; and the injured as well as 
the uninjured are being cared for. A tem- 
porary building is being erected to. house 
the patients, Dr. Clark sald there was ab- 
solutely no confusion, and that he believed 
all the patients had been accounted for. 

It is certain that Santa Rosa, a town of 
about 10,000 Inhabitants, is as complétely 
destroyed as San Francisco. The part 
spared by the earthquake was swept: by a 
fire, and the inhabitants are shelterless in 
the hills. Rumors place the loss of life at 
500. | 
“The St. Rose and Grand hotels at Santa 
Rosa collapsed and buried all the occupants. 
Thirty-eight bodies have been taken from 
the ruins. It is rumored 100 more are covered 
by the walls; though this is not confirmed. 

Another report says there are 10,000 home- 
less men, worhen, and children huddled to- 
gether about Santa Rosa. As the last great 
gselsinic tremot spent its force in the earth, 
the whole business portion tumbled into

“Finally I got hold of a lath from the 
rulms around me, poked ft through a hole 
left by the falling of a steam pipe, and by 
using it and yelling at the same time finally 
managed to show the people where I was. 

“There were about 800 people killed in the 
destruction of the three hotels and not less 
than 500 in the whole town. 

“The business section of the place col- 
lapeed to the ground almost inside of five 
minutes. Then the fire started and burned 
Fourth street from one end to: the other, 
starting at each end and meeting in the 
middle, thus sweeping over the ruins and 
burning the imprisoned people. 

“I saw two arms protruding from one part 
of the débris and waving frantically. There 
was so much noise, however, that the screams 
could not be heard. Just then, as I looked, 
the flames swept over them and cruelly 
finished the work begun by the earthquake. 
The sight sickened me and I turned away.” 


Destruction at Other Places. . 

Messengers bring news of the destruction 
of Healdsburg, Geyserville, Cloverdale, Hop- 
land, and Ukiah. This report takes in the 
country as far north as Mendocino and Lake 
counties and as far west as the Pacific ocean. 
These are frontier counties, and have not 
as largé towns as farther south. In every 
case the loss of life and property is as shock- 
ing as here. 

At Los Banos heavy damage was done. 
Several brick buildings were wrecked. The 
loss .is $75,000. 

Reports from Brawley, a small town on 
the Southern Pacific, 120 miles south of Los 
Angeles, state that the town practically was 
wiped out by the earthquake of. yesterday. 
rhis is the only town in southern California 
known to have suffered from the shock. 

Buildings were damaged at Vallejo, Sacra- 
mento, and-Suisun. At the latter place a 
mile and a half of rafiroed track is sunk 
three to six feet. A loaded passenger train 
was almost engulfed. 

R. H. Tucker, tn charge of the Lick ob- 
servatory, says: “No damage was done to 
the instruments or the bulldings of the ob- 
servatory by the earthquake.”

PEOPLE MOB. BREAD. WAGON. 


Famine Prices for Food Prevail, with 
75 Cents Bid for an Ordi- 


nary Loaf. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 19.—[Special. }— 
At 5 o'clock this evening a mob of a hundred 
or more. persons mobbed a bread wagon and | 


took the contents. The police wmnade an at- 
tempt to interfere, but were powerless. Bread 
is arriving from Berkeley and. Oakland and 
is being distributed in the north end of town 
by the relief parties organized by Mayor 
Schmitz. 

Food, except that commandeered by the 
troops, went up to famine prices. Detach- 
ments went about all day taking possession 
of the supplies in groceries and delicatessen 
stores and piling them up for the common 
good of all. Before the stores which were 
‘spared there stood lines of men and women 
which ran, in some casés, for a biock, offering 
anything for bread or canned goods. 

Bread went up to Ti centea loaf. Ten cents 
apiece was offered for-ordinary soda crack 
ers, $1 a pound for ham and bacon, and $1.50 
to $2 for carined goods. There are no quota- 
tions on fresh meat, because none is to be 
had. 


The troops have been ordered to permit no 
fires to be lighted in houses. ‘So before last 
night fell there were hundreds of cook stoves 
in every park, and women'in all stages of 
undress were preparing a supper which was 
eaten standing, often without dishes. There 
was no time for table manners. Early this 
morning the troops passed from park to park 
in wagons distributing ground coffee, so that 
most of the homeless people began the day 
with at least that stimulant. 

The greatest immediate need is food, water, 
and bedding. Unless supplies are rushed and 
arrangements made for their distribution 
trouble is feared within a few days. Even 
men of wealth cannot obtain food with all 
their money. 

Every grocery still standing in San Fran- 
cisco this morning was taken by the author- 
ities, and each family is being sold only one 
article at a time. In many places the police 
and military prohibit overcharging. Gen. 
Funston announced that rations would soon 
reach the city, and then the people will be 
supplied from the Presidio. Bakeries have 
already been built within the reservation, and 
the bread supply, therefore, has not failed 
cémpletety. . 

Mayor Schmitz has appealed to all Califor- 
nia cities for food and bedding. Rations for 
200,000 are being sent from Seattle and. Van-~- 
couver. Tents and medicinal: supplifes are 
eoming from the military post at Monterey,

Refugees by Thousands. 

Thousands ‘of people rush¢ : out of San 
Francisco to. Oakland .and fo ;other points 
across the bay, and there were fimilar ex- 
cursions of ..tefugees from other towns. In 
all the confusion it may be a week or two be- 
fore anything like correct lists of the dead, 
the injured, and the saved can be obtained 
and transmitted to, anxious friends in other 
cities. An official cable dispatch embodying, 
these facts has been sent abroad by the state 
department, and similar messages are going:

ment, it*is' not believed there.will be any, 
actual famine in the earthquake area. It Is 
believed that by night there will be tents 
enough in the outskirts of San Francisco to 
shelter about 35,000 people. There is enough 
food at handiat the Mare island navy yard. 
to prevent danger of a famine for a day or 
two. There is supposed to be about 500,000 
pounds of navy rationgat Mare island, which 
is less than thirty miles from the city. 


Supplies Being Rushed In. 

This ought to be enough for immediate 

needs and withinten days not less/than 1,000,- 
000 army rations will be under the immediate 
orders of Gen. Funston. Tents, rations, 
blankets, and medical supplies have been 
ordered to San Francisco from Vancouver 
barracks, Fort Douglas, Utah; Fort Logan, 
Colorado; Fort Russell, Wyoming; San An- 
tonio, Tex.;| Monterey, Cal.; Fort Snelling, 
Minn.; and Foft Sheridan, Ill. Besides that, 
the entire made up stock of tents In the big 
Philadelphia depot, amounting to about 8,500, 
each being large enough at a pinch to accom- 
modate ten persons, has also been started to 
San Francisco and ought to reach there by 
Monday or Tuesday. Every naval vessel, 
revenue cutter, lighthouse tender, and other 
government craft on the Pacific coast has 
been ordered to concentrate in the vicinity of 
San Francisco and whenever, possible to 
bring supplies with it. 
Even before the president issued his procla- 
mation the executive “gommittee of the 
American Red Cross telegraphed an appeal 
for funds to the head of every state organiza- 
tion in the country. Every dollar received in 
this way will be telegraphed to the society 
agents in California, arrangements having 
been made to have funds at Oakland which 
can be paid out at once. The principal dim- 
culty is not to secure money, but to concen- 
trate supplies of all oe in the vicinity of 
the disaster. 


Need Special Supply Trains. 

San Francisco was the natural distributing 
point for all of California, inasmuch as it 
was the principal seaport. The destruction 
of practically all of its business houses will 
interfere with the ordinary supplies of all the 
interior towns. It will be necessary to run 
special express freight trains in all proba- 
bility over the transcontinental roads to over- 
come this paralysis, and the railroad author- 
ities, Hke the telegraph officials, will be ex- 
pected to meet the emergency. 

At the time of tie Chicago fire it was found 
more than feasible to rush food and clothing 
from New York,‘ and it is believed now that 
Chicago, St. Louis, St. Paul, and Omaha will 
be expected to rush out supplies of food and 
clothing, not.anly for the sufferers themselves 
but for the thousands in California, Nevada, 
and nearby sections who have been depend- 
ent on the San Francisco market for years. 
and who will suffer until foreign supplies be- 
gin to come in abundantly.

Hundreds of Thousands of Dollars Con- 
tributed in Cities Throughout 
Country.

New York, April 19.—New York today 
spontaneously responded to the appeal for 
heip sent out on behalf of the sufferers in the 
California disaster. More than half a million 
dollars was subscribed here today. Many 
small contributions were made which have 
not as yet been reckoned into a total. In 
addition to the relief fund, it was announced 
that Clarence H. Mackay, president of the 
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fered $100,000 to the University of California, 
if needed, toward the erection of new build- 
ings. 

Today’s contributions came without any 
organized é¢ffort. Mayor McClellan tonight, 
however, issued a proclamation appointing 
a representative committee of relief, which 
will meet and organize in the city hall tomor- 
row, when systematic work of securing funds 
and handling supplies:for the stricken Cali- 
fornia cities will be begun. The Pennsyl- 
vania and Erie railroads and Wells, Fargo 
& Co. haye offered to ship suppligs free of 
charge. The Western Union Télegraph com- 
pany will handle all.relief messages at the 
company’s expense. 

Today's big subscription Nst was headed 
by John D. Rockefeller with a contribution 
of $100,000. _The United Railways Invest- 
ment company, through its brokers, sub- 
scribed $75,000; M. Guggenheim Sons con- 
tributed $60,000; the’ Carnegie Hero Fund 
and J. P. Morgan & Co. $25,000 each. Many 
other contributions of $10,000 and $5,u00 
helped ito swell the total. A number of these 
were made by former Californians now re- 
siding in this city. The New York stock 
exchange brokers contributed a total of 
$85,000 in addition to the large individuai 
contributions announced from the Wall 
street district.

Springfield, Ill.,: April 19.—{Special. }—Gov. 
Deneen, with the state officials and members 
of the legislature, is considering ways and 
means of poeene rélief to San Francisco. 
It is desired, if it be found possible, to make 
an appropriation of $50,000 for this purpose, 
but to do so will require another session of 


) the legislature. 


It has been suggested that upon the ad- 
journment of the present special session a 
call be issued for another, stating as its pur- 
pose the making of a relief appropriation for 
San Francisco. Another call will be required 
and it cannot be issued until the present ses- 
sion -has adjourned. 

A meeting of: the state officials wis held 
today to consider plans, and a telegram was 
sent by Gov. Deneen to Gov. Pardee asking 
in ‘what way aid could be given most effec- 
tively. 

A prociamat n calling for individual and 
municipal subscription will bé issued’ to- 
morrow by the governor. Whether a state 
appropriation will be “made will depend on 
the answer which Gov. Pardee returas, and 
on the action taken by other states. 


Sherman Advises Quick Action. 


Lieut. Gov. Sherman, who was unable to be 
present at the meeting of state officials, sent 
word that In his judgment Illinois should 
offer $100,000 to San Francisco immediately, 
and as the only way of giving such 4 sum he 
suggested that the present session of the leg- 


once, including such an appropriation, and 
that the legislature be reconvened in éxtraor- 
dinary session. 

It would be a necessary preliminary of such 
a plan that the senators and representatives 
agree not to draw their stationery and mile- 
age allowance again, but such an-egreement 
sould be secured without difficulty. 

Gov. Deneen said tonight that it was too 
early to say whether such a plan would be 
carried into effect. He said that the amount 
Illinois could appropriate officlaly would be 
a small part of the total which the cities and 
citizens of the state are. likely to raise by 
subscriptions, but that an appropriation of 
$25,000 or $50,000, might be made if it were 
found possible. 

Without another special session it will be 
impossible. The emergency funds cannot be 
used outside of the state, and, although the 
present session is to make an addition to this 
fund, it cannot be used for the emergency on 
the Pacific coast. 


Governor Sends Message. 


The governor's telegram to Gov. Pardee 
was as follows: 

Hon. George G. Pardee, Governor of California, 
Sacramento: A meeting of the Dlinois state offi- 
cers has just been held in my office to consider what 
action shall be taken by Illinois for the relief of 
the San Francisco sufferers.

Whereas, An untold number of families have 
been thereby rendered homeless and immediate 
succor is necessary to care for the living and the 
dead; and, 

Whereas, When our own city of Chicago suffered 
destruction and disaster the sympathy of the civil- 
{zed world was elicited in her bebalt; 

Now, therefore, be it resolved, by the house of 
representatives of the Forty-fourth general assem- 
bly of the state of Illinois, in extraordinary session 
assembled, that Illinois tenders to her sister state 
her sincere sympathy for the great visitation that 
has befallen her; and 

Resolved, That the citizens of Iilinois are hereby 
requested to extend to the unfortunate sufferers 
of our sister state such Immediate financia] assist- 
ance as may seem necessery. 

Be it further resolved, That the speaker of this 
house appoint a committee consisting of five of its 
members to confer forthwith with the governor of

When the 
day of unrest comes engineers, scientists, 
and captains of industry are as helpless «s 
infants. They can stop up an oil well but. 
not a voleano. They can check an ordi- 
nary fire, but they are powerless when 
they face a great conflagration fanned by 
high winds and find themselves, as at 
San Francisco, without a supply of water. 

How accustomed we are to think of the 
surface of the earth as being stable! How 
seldom we realize that it is a mere cruat 
or shell which Is only thick in comparison 
with the little creatures who dwell upon 
it! We consider it firm because it is firm 
to us, except In some few places or on in- 
frequent occasions, When it is disturbed 
and there is a dislocation of only a few 
inches, the Works which man has labori- 
ously piled up on the area affected tumble 
into ruins. A sudden or a lingering death 
may be the fate of thousands, 

The great convulsions of nature appear 
to men to be uncommon and infrequent. 
That is because the span of human life 
itself Is so short. The life of the oldest 
man does not encompass many fearful vol- 
canic eruptions or earthquakes. Compara- 
tively few men have personal experience 
of any of them. But they are occurring 


‘almost uninterruptedly at some point on 


the earth’s crust. They differ only In de- 
gree, not in kind. 

These blind outbreaks of nature are 
among the perils which are forgotten 
speedily when they are not seen or heard. 
Each generation forgets what pare has 
suffered, or trusts that nature s worn 
herself out for a time and will be at rest 
until he has passed from earth. 

The brevity of life, the transitory nattre 
of human greatness, and man’s heedless 
disregard of the dangers which surronnd 
him on all sides are graphically pictured 
in the old hymn: 

Lo, on @ narrow neck of land 
*Twixt two unbounded seas I stand, 
Yet he¢w insensible! 

Man fs, indeed, insensible to the dangers 
that environ him, but if he were not he 
would spend’ all his days in the shadow 
of impending disaster and take little com- 
fort in life. It must be owi 
ance on some comforting theory of chances 
he has worked out’ that he can prrsuade 
himself that he has even @ reasonable ex- 
pectation of a long or happy life. There 
is great cheer for man fn the assuniption 
that he wil] escape the calamity his neigh- 
bor has suffered; that his life will he 
marked by felicity, and that he will sleep 
with his forefathers without knowing more 
of sorrow than they have known. A false 
hope too often! As intelligence is more 
widely diffused and news is more earefully 
collected, the troubles of the whole world 
come closer to every one than they for- 
merly did. What our friends, neighbors, 
and fellow -citizens suffer we must in 
larger measure than before take to our 
own hearts and feelings and suffer our- 
selves. 

But we cannot alter or affect the results 
when the great forces of the universe are 
in motion. Then we can only admit the 
frightful weakness of man and proclaim 
his submission to the decrees of a higher 


power. 


THE CHICAGO FIRE OUTDONE, 


A Chicagoan who remembers the fire of 
1871 can get a measurable idea of the de- 
struction accompkshed in San Francisco by 
a comparison of Me condition of the two 
cities at the time of their respective dis- 
asters. The loss at San Francisco is 
greater, but not so much so as to make 4 
comparison impossible. 

The population of Chicago by the federal 
census of 1870, using round numbers here 
and elsewhere, was 298,000. In October, 
1871, it was estimated to be 334,000. The 
population of San Francisco in 1900 was 
842,000. In 1903 it was estimated by the 
census bureau at 355,000. Mayor Schmitz 
estimeted it in 1905 at 450,000, but this 
is undonbtedly too great, asi the rate-of tn- 
crease for many years has been less than 
"1.5 per cent yearly. About 370,000 would 
be a fair estimate at the present time. 

The Chicago fire covered an area of three 
and one-third square miles. The San Fran- 
cisco fire has burnt over ten square miles, 
about three times as much as the fire of 
1871. The number of people left homeless 
in Chicago was estimated by the Relief and 
Aid society at 100,000. In San Francisco 
at least 150,000 are without ¢hbelter of their 
own. Among the homeless there is fn this 
last fire a larger proportion of the extremely

The wealth of Chicago in 1871 was much 
less than that of San Francisce m 1906, 
Chicago had at that time few holders of long 
accumulated wealth. The business district 
had not then its present dimensions; there 
were not the magnificent buildings, the 
great department stores and the banks, 
theaters, and hotels which now adorn the 
center of the city, but the business center 


of San Francisco may be more properly 
compared with that of Chicago today than 
with that of Chicago thirty-five years ago. 
While San Francisco has more of the nearly 
destitute than Chicago had, it hag also more 
millionaires than Chicago had, Its splendid 
homes, in the area laid waste by fire, had 
no counterpart in Chicago.| The loss in 
Chicago was estimated at $186,000,000, but 
a discount of 10 per cent must be made from 
that amount in currency to put it on a 
gold basis for the purpose of comparison. 
It is impossible yet to say what the loss in 
San Francisco will reach, but every new

The Divorce Decision. 

Chicago, April 18.—({Editor of The Trih- 
une.J--The excitement occasioned by the di- 
vorce decision of the United States Supreme 
equrt ig éntirely unwarranted by the facts. 
If the court had held the contrary doctrine 
it would have simplified the question, and in 
effect established a uniform sytem of divorce, 
&s a divorce lawfully granted in any state 
would have “had to be recognized by every 
other state under the constitutional pro- 
vision passed upon. 

As it fs, the question remains just where it 
was, the law is unchanged. and no new doc- 
trine has been aunounced. The court simply 
has upheld the theory the New York courts 
persistently have acted upon. Those states 
whieh have recognized'a divorce granted out- 
side of their territory by a state having juris- 
diction over only one of the parties will con- 
tinue to recognize them, and New York, with 
th. states following its doctrine, will con- 
tinue to refuse to recognize them, leaving 


the parties divorced in one state.and not in ‘ 
For. 


another; with all the attendant evils. 
the reasons you so cogently point out in your 
editorial] this mornihg, the question will not 
often arise, but the evil nevertheless will 
exist. The odd fact is that the New York 
courts grant divorces under the same con- 
ations which they refuse to recognize in 
other states. In the famous case of the peo- 
ple against Baker (76 N. Y.) Chief Justice 
Folger thrashed over the whole ground, and 
finally settled the law in New York. The 
question, as your Washington correspondent 
points out, is simply and purely a legal and 
technical one of jurisdiction, and would not 
be affected in any way by a uniform law of 
the grounds for divorce, If the other party 
will appear by an attorney or otherwise, so 
&8 to confer jurisdiction upon the court, it 
will not be material that he or ghe is not a 
resident or domiciled in the state; hence, 
where both parties are agreeable, the South 
Dakota industry will not be interfered with 
ard will be entirely effective. 

The Supreme court has not altered the 
status of anybody or announced anything 
new. It leaves the divorce question just 
where it was, and this regrettable and per- 
plexing condition will continue until it is 
changed either by a constitutional amend- 
ment or joint action by the states. Practically, 
the former remedy is an impossibility. New 
York will not recognize any but the one 
ground after marriage for divorce, and the 
other states will hot give way to li—quite 
properly, I think. But there is a simple 
remedy, which will mot call upon ariy state 
t. change its views or to yield to any other. 
This is simply for the states to agree not to 
grant any divorce by publication unless the 
marriage Was consummated in the state 
where the action is brought, and to recognize 
divorces in the last named Cases in the ab- 
sence of actual fraud, which, of course, 
vitiates ¢very judgment. 

This would not work any appreciable hard- 
ship—certainly none as compared te the 
benefits—-as people who do not like the New 
York law, and wish to provide against after 
possibilities, can cross the bordér and marry 
in Hberal Connecticut; and people whose hus- 
bands of wives disappear will not be left 
without @ remedy, as they need only bring 
action in the state where théy were married. 
li will not be any more expensive than going 
to South Dakota or elsewhere, whereas, as 
above pointed out, where both parties are 
agreeable they can sue where they please, 
and avail themselves of the more liberal laws 
of other states. 

This solution is simple, and, if agitated by 

prees and pulpit, can be brought about, as 
rt does mot call upon any state to alter 
its ideas of public policy. It simply would 
4naugurate 4 new system of legal practice 
and not a | new code of law.

Prints 
Radolin, the ambassador at Paris, is abso- 
lutely Getermined to retire, and haa, in fact, 
already tendered his resignation, his posi- 
tion on the banks of the Geine having become 
the reverse of pleasant since the trouble be- 
tween his country and France on the sub- 
ject of Morocco. Formerly 4 persona gratis- 
sima in the salons of the Parisian great 
world to ‘which he is nearly related, his 
mother-in-law having been a comtesse de 
Talieyrand Perigord, the attitude of the 
Frenc¥ aristocracy and people has become 
much less friendly to him since last summer. 

The idea of transferring to Constanti- 
nople or td Madrid, as mentioned in the cable 
disp#tches, is ridiculous. For both of these 
are posts of inferior rank: In fact, he was 
ambassador at Stamboul nearly eighteen 
years ago. Moreover, his relations with the 
foreign office at Berlin have of late been 
strained at times, owing to his differences of 
opinion with Prince Bulow, and to the lat- 
ter’s feeling that the ambassador was not 
energetic enough in carrying out hi#instruc- 
tions. When Radolin leaves Paris he will 
retire into private life from the diplomatic 
service.in which he has served without in- 
terruption abroad ever since the death of 
Emperor Frederick. He was Bismarck’s 
man in the latter’s household.

Herr von Radowitz, the veteran ambassa- 
dor at Madrid, is likewise on the eve of re- 
tirement. He is a capable diplomat, son of 
King Frederick William IV.'s crony and 
foreign minister, of Magyar descent, and was 
for many years secretary of Prince Bis- 
marck before being assigned to the diplo- 
matic service abroad. He is married to a 
Russian woman, and it was partly on this 
account that he was removed from Con- 
stantinople to Madrid when Germany com- 
menced to become the predominant power 
on the shores of the Bosporus at the ex- 
pense of Russia’s interests there, The na- 
tionality of Mme. de Radowitz would also, I 
am convinced, stand in the way of her hus- 
band’s appointment to take the place of 
Prince Blilow as chancellor of the empire, 
even temporarily. Moreover, Von Radowitz 
is too old for the post, and has no longer the 
energy of health required for all the ardu- 
ous work in connection with the office. 

Nor is it probable that Prince Billow ever 
will resume the active duties of the chan- 
cellorship. In the first place it is to be feared 
that his health Is more seriously affected 
than is admitted, and then, too, the altered 
relations between Germany and Italy have 
rendered the position of the princees pain- 
ful, She is by birth an Italian, Princess 
Camporeale, the sister of an Italian sena- 
tor. the stepdaughter of a famous Italian 
prime minister, while her mother, Donna 
Laura Minghetti, is one of the most Influ- 
ential women in Italy, and possessed at 
Rome. of a safon of altogether European 
reputation. In fact, the unfriendly attitude 
of Italy towards Germany at the conference 
at Algeciras and the profound resentment 
which it has excited at Berlin, cannot but 
profoundly distress Princess Bilow, who 
remains deeply attached to the land of her 
birth. 

Baron Marschall von Bieberstein has long 
been anxious to retire from the post of am- 
bassador to Turkey, but he has accomplished 
such excellent work !'. bringing to the front 
rank there the polii..al and economic in- 
terests of Germany that the emperor will 
not hear of his leaving his post. He was 
for some years minister of foreign affairs 
before he wae sent to Constantinople, where 
he has béen Identified with all the kaiser’s 
shrewd and brilliantly successful policy in 
the Ot‘oirmar émpire during the last decade.

LONDON, April 19.—Inquiries show that 
nineteen of the leading British fire insurance 
companies carry policies on San Francisco 
property amounting in the aggregate to 
£38,700,000, It is known that some of the 
minor companies also are largely involved. 
It is calculated that British companies lose 
a total of £60,000,000. Only a few of them 
have a clause in their policies exempting 
them from liability from losses caused by 
earthquakes. 

The manager of the Commercial Union 
company, one of those having such a clause, 
said: ‘Of course, we sould not avail our- 
selves of the excluding clause unless all the 
British companies were on the same ground. 
It would shut us out of all future share in 
American business. Nevertheless, under our 
policies we are not liable for any loss caused 
directly by earthquake fires.’’ 

This doubtless will be the line taken by the 
other companies, as the American business 
is valuable, and it is assugied that claims 
will be paid as promptly ase were those aris- 
ing from the Baltimore fire. 


Canadian Underwriters Alarmed, 

Montreal, Ont., April 19,—[Special. ]—Mana- 
gers of various fire insurance companies doing 
business in Canada, most of whom are now 
here attending a convention, express grave 
concern as to the result of the San Francisco 
disaster. Practically all of the large com- 
panies doing business in Canada also do busi- 
ness in the United States and, by either direct 
or reinsurance, will be affected. ‘ Some com- 
panies may be wiped out altogether, and any 
reduction in rates is simply out of the ques- 
tion,”’ was the opinion expressed by several 
insurance men here today.

The rate has been un- 
usually low, and this trouble will have the 
effect of bringing it up again. This probable 
change was prophesied by all the companies 
yesterday. I don’t know just when it will 
come, but no doubt as soon as the companies 
have had an opportunity to figure up. their 
losses in San Francisco. The raise will be a 
substantial one to enable the larger com- 
panies to recover from this shock.” 


Official Starts to Coast. 


S. A. Rothermel, secretary of the Traders’ 
Insurance company, which has risks amount- 
ing to $5,000,000 in San Francisco, left iast 
night for the city to find out what the exact 
losses from fire are.. Other representatives 
of various companies wil follow him today. 

Other local companies to be affected by 


the disaster are the German National, with. 


$1,500,000 in San Francisco risks; the Calu. 
met Insurance company, with $1,400,000 In 
San Francisco risks, and others of minor 
importance. 

The local agents of the Firemen’s Fund 
company of San Francisco, / which has 
$7,000,000 in risks in the destroyed city, 
received no word from the head of- 
fice yesterday, so they had no state- 
ments to give out. They believe their com- 
pany will weather the crisis. 


Accident Liabilities Also Large. 


Local agents of accident companies and the 
industrial life companies also are much dis- 
turbed because their losses cannot be esti- 
mated. The Casualty company officials ad- 
mitted their liabilities on personal injury 
policies would be great. They could not esti- 
mate the severity of their loss. Manager 
G. E, Culter declared the company would 
lose heavily, but that it would not cripple 
the company’s business. 

The Fidelity and Casualty company mans 
agers said their loss would be the greatest on 
plate glass insurance. They could give no 
definite estimate of the amount they will have 
to pay. 

$1,000,000,000 Risks in State. 

The present insurance conditions are 
summed up from another standpoint by the 
Policy Holders’ union, in a circular letter, 
which was sent to members of the organiea- 
tion yesterday. 

“ The calamity which has befallen San 
Francisco and the Pacific coast is of suca in- 
conceivable magnitude that it will be some 
days before its probable effect upon busi- 
ness; and especially upon insurance com- 
panies of all sorts, can be estimated,”’ the 
letter says, 

"The insurance in force in San Franci¢co 
probably amounts to bet ween $250,000,000 and 
$300,000,000, and throughout the state from 
$800,000,000 to $1,000,000,000. It is inevitable 
that large losses will fall upon companies 
covering on different classes of hazards, but 
it is also a fact that the greater number of 
the companies doing business in California’ 
are large and responsible. 

“ There are upwards of 100 licensed com- 
panies writing fire and marine insurance, and 
a considerable number of mutual, inter-in- 
surance, reciprocal, Lioyds, and “ surplus 
line,” and non-admitted companies and ér- 
ganizations doing business in California. 
There are also seventeen accident insurance 
companies, about ten plate glass, and about 
thirty-eight life insurance companies. All 
of these will suffer. 

“ The two large San Francisco companies— 
the Firemen’s Fund Insurance company and 
the Home Fire and Marine Insurance com- 
pany—will probably be heavily involved, not 
only in the fire loss, but in the readjustment 
of the value of their securities. This is also 
true of the smaller companies to at least an 
equal degree. On Jan. 1, 1906, the Fireman’s 
Fund and the Home Fire and Marine ned 
capital and surplus as follows:

Prepares to Return Home as Soon

Leaving the Train. 


Archbishop Riordan of: the.diocese of San 
Francisco arrived in. Chicago this. morning 
and is staying-at the house of his brother, 
the Rev. D. J, Riordan, pastor of St. Bliza- 
beth’s church, at Wabash avenue and Forty- 
first street. He announces his intention to 


return to the stricken city as soon as pos-’ 


sible and aid.in the relief work. 

. The archbishop left San Francisco last 
Monday, two days before the disaster. He 
had intended going to Baltimore to attend 
the 100th anniversary of the laying of the 
corner stone of thé cataedral in that city. 


His journey was brought to en end, however, 


by the news of the destruction of the city 
in which he has made his home for the last 
twenty-three years. 

Will Return When Way Is Open. 


“<I must return to my people,” he said. 


“tTiam anxiously awaiting news from home 


and as soon as the way is open I will return 
to aid in the work of relieving the sufferings 
of ithe people. 

“I can hardly realize that the noble city 
I left four days ago is now a pile of fire swept 
ruins. The churches in which I have spent 
the best years of my Hfe are all gone. The 
work of a Mfetime was wiped out in a mo- 
ment. | 

“The suddenness, the enormity of it all 
has stunned me. I know that many of my 
peaple are dead and all of.them are suffer- 
Ing and tn danger. I wish that I was there 
to help them in their hour of need. All that 
can be done at present is to rush food and 
medicines to the city in order to save the 
panic stricken people from starvation and 
to care for the sick and wounded. 

“When I left San Franciseo last Monday 
there had been no warning of the awful 
catastrophe. It was an ideal spring day and 
the city seemed to be in its holiday attire. 
Crowds of laughing, pleasure seeking people 
filled the streets as If rejoicing in the beauti. 
ful spring weather. 

“iT received ne news of the earthquake un- 
til I arrived at Omaha. As the train I was 
on drew into the depot I heard a newsboy 
erying that San Francisco. had been de- 
strayed. I bought a paper and read the ter- 


‘rible story, but still I could not believe that 


it Had happened.

“The only holdings I had in real estate 
in the burning city,’’ said she, “ were the 
Rialto and Crosby buildings, tm Market 
street. They were modern fireproof struc- 
tures, and they were worth about the sum 
I have named. I got them tn exchange for 
the Fairmount hotel, ‘which I bullt on Nob 
hill. Formerly I owned ten or a dozen hotels 
in San Francisco, inéluding the Fairmount 
and the Lick house, but I disposed of them 
because I did not care to remain In the hotel 
business.” 


Amused at Alleged Interview. 

Mrs. Oelrichs was greatly amused at an in- 
terview in which she was quoted as saying 
that her loss was tremendous and that there 
was little doubt that the larger part of her 
fortune had been swept away. She also was 


described as being in a state of “ feverish. 


anxiety.” 

“T am certainly anxious,” she said, “as I 
suppose everybody is who has lived in San 
Francisco or who has friénds or relatives 
there, but I am far from being overcome, as 
this article says. The two buildings that I 


owned there were fully insured. and I Yo not’ 


believe that my actual losses will be heavy. 
Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt Jr. left the Hotei St. 
Regis for her country home on Long island 
this morning. It is said that her holdings of 
real estate in San Francisco were greater 
than her sister’s, from the fact that she had 
not sold any of the property left to her by her 
father. Among them were 200 houses in the 
Mission district, which were destroyed.

USES THE QUAKE AS ARGUMENT. 


Engineer Says Similar Disturbance 
Would Destroy. Panama Canal 
if Locks Were Used. 


[BY CABLE.TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.} 
. PARIS, April 
Varilla, the noted engineer, formerly min- 
ister of Panama at Washington, has sent 
the following message to President Roose- 
velt: 

“I present to your excellency the testi- 
mony of my deep and sorrowful sympath. 
for the ervel catastrophe that falls on the 
American people. May the cries of the vic- 
tims of San Francisco make the great nation 
whose respected chief you are understand 
the criminal error of those light hearted 
engineers who wish to build the transoceanic 
route of Panama with permanent locks and 
dams, these elements so easily destructible 
by the seiamic revolutions .thaf are con- 
tinuous along the Pacific coast. 

“May they cause it to be understood that 
these locks and barriers can only be con- 
ceived as. temporary means, and not as 
permanengand definitive organs of the great 
artery of the commerce of the wor'd. May 
yesterday's painful holocaust redeem the 
fault of human vanity and demonstrate that 
only the broad and deep strait, without locks 
and without barriere, once impossible but 
now easily carried out by any one who is not 
blinded by a willing and wicked ignorance 
is indeed the solution imperatively éemand- 
ed by the forces of nature, wisely and re-

Scathing Attack Due to So-Called 
Pestiferous Activity of the 
Carolina Member.

Washington, D. C., April 19.—[Special, ]— 
Senator Tillman of South Carolina proposed 
in the senate today that the finance com- 
mittee of that body make investigation into 
the Walsh bank failure in Chicago to ascer- 
tain whether or not the national banking 
jaws have been violated, and whether the 
transaction in regard to the assumption by 
the dlearing house of the debts of Walsh 
and acting as receiver of his estate was /l- 
legal. 


At least this was the atendible object of | 


his action in bringing the Walsh failure to- 
Gay before the senate. The result was a 
controversy with Senator Hopkins of the 
kind for which Tillman is famous, but on 
this occasion it was the Illinois fighter who 
came off with the laurels of victory. Hop- 
kins was in his best form, and the acrimo- 
nious debate in the staid and sober senate re- 
gsembied for almost'an hour the angry scenes 
which are of frequent occurrence with the 
house. 

Mr. Hopkins did not mince matters in dis- 
cussing Tillman's record, but declared he 
was a Don Quixote who was always jousting 
with windmills, a seeker after notoriety, a 
confessed upholéer of violations of the law, 
both in mobs hanging negroes and preventing 
negroes from exercising the right of suf- 
frage, and agserted in view of these facts 
that Tillman had no right to come before the 
genate and complain about the way in which 
the law was administered in Chicago. Both 
Hopkins and Cullom denied they had 'n any 
Way used any influence in behalf of Walsh. 


Forgets Beams in Own Eye. 

There is no gainsaying the fact the senate 
and people in the galleries watched the Hop- 
kins sledgehammer fall upon Tillman with 
@& great deal of satisfaction. Tillmen is a 
statesman of the pestiferous sort. He is 
eternally trying to describe the motes in the 
eyes of other people, forgetting he has quan® 
tities of them in his own. There hardly is a 
senator who has not clashed with him, and 
as he is a ready, though coarse, debater, with 
& wit like a bludgeon, he usually has come off 
best: So, when Senator Hopkins handled him 
without gloves everybody leaned back in his 
chair and enjoyed himeelf to the uttermost. 

Senator Hopkins said he was unable to un- 
@erstand the motive that could prompt Till-

VENEZUELAN PRESIDENT TO’ 
VISIT THE UNITED STATES. 


Cipriano Castro Soon . wit Come. .to 
This Country—May Be in Official 
or Private Capacity. : 


New York, April 19.—Cipriano Castro, 
president of the republic of Venezuela, is 
coming to America, when secret diplomatic 
negotiations with Washington are completed 
as to“his bei received in his official ea- 
pacity. Should this reception be denied he 
will come as a private citizen. He stil is 
president, although he has turned over the 
functions of the government to Vice Presi- 
dent Gomez, 

The authority for this statement is Wililam 
Crandall, who is largely interested as a cap- 
italist in mineral lands in the South American 
republic. 

* President Chatra, he said, “* has a two- 
fold object in siting this country. He 
never has been outside of Venezuela. All the 
knowledge he possesses of other nations has 
| been acquired from books and from personal 
contact with foreigners in Venezuela. He 
wants, in the first place, to convince the peoe- 
ple of America that he is not. the swash- 
buckler and semi-+-savage he has beém paint- 
ed; that he knows the rights of Veneztela 
¢ and will maintain them. With that purpose 
in view he seeks the official recognition of the 
government at Washington. President Castro 
is eager to study Our ways, and so to educate 
bimself that on his return he may put in 
operation improvements for the betterment 
of the people, and so strengthen himself 
with them politically.” 


‘ROADS RESUME TRAIN SERVICE. 


First Oars from San Francisco Will 
Reach Here on Sunday— ~

Railroad and madil service out of San Fran- 
disco has been resumed on the Sd&tta Fé from 
Point Richmond and on the main line of the 
Southern Pacific from its terminal at Oak- 
land, -local transportation men learned yes- 
terday.

Oakland was the “Atlantic Express. " It 
Jeft at 9 o'clock yesterday morning and is 
due here over the Northwestern railroad at 
8:50 o’clock Sunday evening.

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that senators exhibit a lack of indifference to 
what I am saying.” . 


_ “May Be‘Permanently Vacant.” 

‘His Voice then sank. 80 low as to be in- 
audible for a moment, but as the tone ascend- 
ed he was declaring “ the seats around here 
that are temporarily vacant may be permia- 
hently vacated in the course of time.” 

The galleries had been listening intently, 
for theré came a burst of spontaneous te 
plauee which* echoed far out into the capi 
¢ornidora. . It brought most of the senat = 
to thelr feet, but Mr. Kean of New Jersey 
was the first to speak, and he sharply re- 
quésted that the galleries be rebuked. 

“I do not ask to Have the senators called 
back who are not interested,” continued Mr. 
La Follette. “I know the country will take 
an interest.” 

Not long afterward senators began ret urn 
ing from their luncheons, and Mr. La Fol- 
lette had a fairly good audience the re- 
mainder of the afternoon.‘ But his remarks 
were regarded as much out of place and pro- 
yoked unfriendly comments itn the cloak- 
rooms,. The feeling in the senate toward 
him has been none too Kindly, and today’s 
incident wili not smooth his pathway. 


Bill Needs Amending. 

Senator La Follétte favored the pending 
bill, but declared it was radically defective 
and would have to be vitally amended before 
it would afford the people the relief they 
demand and are entitled to. 

He deglared that the neglect of congress to 
legislaté along the lines of the recomménda- 
tions of the interstate commerce commission 
had coet the people hundreds of millions of 
dollars. 

He deelared that while the amount of money 
invested in the railroads of the United States 
wae only $5,000,000,000, they were capitalized 
at $18,000,000,000, 

Further, he said that allowing 4 per cent as 
a fair return on thd investment the railroads 
are charging annually $485,000,000 too much. 


Clear Right to Regulate. 


At the opening of his speech the Wisconsin 
senator stated that he was firmly convinced 
that the. authority of the government to con- 
trol transportation, both as to the character 
of the service and the rate of the service, is 
inherent as a right of sovereignty, and that 
the obligation rests upon the government 
to exercise this power. 

He contended that the power of congress 
to fix rates extends to all interstate com- 
merce: 

‘Announcing his conviction that such leg- 

islation would be sustained, Mr. La Folette 
declared that “ corporate interests have lit- 
tle reason to expect aid and eomfort from 
the Supreme court. The great interests have 
not hesitated to corrupt legislation and pro- 
pose ites attorneys for judicial appointment,” 
he said, “but its taint has*never reached 
the Supreme court of the United States.”’ 


Opposes the “Broad Court.” 

He then took position against what has 
come té be designated as a broad court, say- 
ing that the railroads should be satisfied 
to have their constitutional rights pre- 
served, and adding: 

“The commission and the courts should 
compliment each.other. The commission is 
the tribunal of the facts; the courts of the 
law. The commission must always have con- 
sideration of the law in its application to 
facts. The courts must, of course, consider 
facts in the application of the law, but it 
is in the public interest that the judgment 
of the commissiofB on the facts should be 
final where possible. 

“Does any man honestly believe the cor- 
porations are clamoring for a broad review 

the interest of justice? Would they care 
for the privilege except as it gives oppor- 
tunity for the endless delays of Ntigation 
that tend to defeat substantial justice ?” 

Senator La Follette also announced his 
intention to support Mr. Bailey's nonsuspen- 
sion amendment, saying that there is much 
less danger of railroad companies suffering 
from the decisions of the commissions than 
of the shippers being wronged by the action 
of the court that grants the preliminary in- 
junction. 

Duty of the Commission. 

Quoting the various recommendations of 
the interstate commission for strengthening 
the law under which the commission was 
working, Mr. La Follette said: 

“ Congress, like the senator from Massa- 
chuesetts [Mr. Lodge], must have forgotten 
that the law required the commission to make 
recommendations. It must have forgotten 
the existence of the commission.” 

‘Tl believe,” he added, “ that the fallure 
to enact Into law the recommendations of the 
commission, made and repeated year after 
year for a long decade, has cost the Amer- 
tean people hundreds of millions of dollars fn | 
excessive transportation charges, and hun- 
dreda of millions of dollars in the increased 
cost of trust made articles, the monopoly 
element of which the rallroads have con- 
ferred upon the trusts. This increased bur- 
dem has falien with the greatest weight upon 
the humbler homes, where the increased ex- 
pense of living has mede havoc with the 
savings of the family” 

The senator ciaimed that the railroad sys- 
tem of the country is practically controlled 
by six groups, each group Gominating in its 
own territory. With agreements as to classi- 
fications, rates, and divisions of traffic; he 
said, the railway business ceased to be a com- 
petitive business. He said the sugar trust, 
“ protected by the tariff from competition 
with foreign refineries,” is placed in a posi- 
tien of immense commercial advantage. 


Defects in Pending Bill. 

Mr. La Follette declared flatly that unless 
greatly strengthened the pending bill will 
not solve the transportation problem. He 
declared that in reality the bill has no more 
extended purpose than to patch up tho 
blunders of the present law, but he admitted 
that if it should become a law it would work 
some relief, especially to the larger shippers. 

“I protest,”” he said, “ that this is not a 
bill for the great body of the American peo- 
ple, who constitute the consumers of the 
country.” 

The defects of the bill, he pointed out, were 
that it makes no provision for ascertaining 
the value of railroad property; does not con- 
fer authority on the commission to fix abso- 
jute rates, or to do anything on its own 
motion; that it cannot interfere with classi- 
fications; has no power to fix a minimum 
rate; that long and short haul discrimina- 
tlone are ignored; does not restore the 
pape ty of imprisonment; does not require 
the adoption ofthe block syetem. All these 
features he considered essential to adequate 


legislation.

$12 to $30 a year for each extension or 
pier telephone that ft installs, and in addition 
there are heavy expenses for trunk lines and 
switchboards. Several thousand subscrib- 
ers of the telephone company in the down- 
town district have found that they can buy 
the instruments outright for a few dollars, 
and| the original cost is far lese than that 
charged by the telephone company for one 
year. 

The Chicago Telephone company has been 
harassing in every way those subscribers 
who have put in their own extension phones, 
in a number of instances shutting them off 
from service. 

Mr. Atwood, who hae several of the inde- 
pendent extension instruments in his office, 
is a| believer in municipal ownership of tele- 
phones. In his office the telephone company 
recently put in an extra wire for the ostensi- 
ble purpose of carrying off surplus electricity, 
but which really renders the extension phones 
inoperative,

CHICAGO TRADE |S AFFECTED. 


Shippers and Dealers Alike Suffer Loss 
in the Destruction of San 
Francisco. 


Chicago fruit markets will be embar- 
rassed--to what extent is. unknown at pres- 
ent—by the destruction of the San Fran- 
cisco head offices of many of the largest 
shipping companies, with branch houges 
here. Local representatives of these com- 
panies say that eastern shipments of prunes, 
peaches, raisins, and also of salmon, which 
most of the companies handle, will be inter- 
fered with until the work of shipment can 
be reorganized. 

“Tt may be interesting,” sai@ George W. 
Sheldon of George W. Sheldom & Co., cus- 
tom house brokers, yesterday, “to know 
that Chicago merchants had on the docks at 
San Francisco at the time of the disaster 
large quantities of goode for shipment to the 
far east. Fortunately for our firm an@ our 
customers, we did not have consignments 
of more than $20,000 In value. The cargo 
had been accumulating in San Francisco to 
go on the Sonoma, scheduled to sail today, 
and on the steamer China, scheduled to sail 
on May 2 As these steamers had been 
booked full) it means a big loss for mer- 
chants and manufacturers unless the loss 
is covered by marine insurance. There 
is a question, by the way, as to the liability 
of the marine insurance companies under 
the circumstances.” 


Loss Felt in Chicago. 

Among the Chicago branch fruit houses 
which repert a temporary disorganization 
of their business affairs owing to the San 
Francisco disaster is that of fhe J. B. In- 
derrieden company, 36 River street, which 
had its head office im the San Francisco 
business district, 123 California avenues. At 
the local office it was said attempts to com- 
municate with the head office or with any 
of the branch offices In California had been 
unsuccessful. 

“The loss ‘In canned salmon, of which 
there probably were thousands of cases in 
San Francisco warehouses, will be huge,” 
a member of the firm stated. 

Among other fruit firms having a branch 
office in Chicago which suffered by the San 
Francisco disaster is that of J. K. Armaby 
& Co., Market and Davis streets, in the 
Calfornia city. Shipments of the firm will 
be made from the branches of the firm at 
Los Angeles, Ventura, San José, Marysville, 
and Freseo. — 

At the offices of wholesale grocery com- 
panies of Chicago it was said business would 
be affected slightly. 

Grocers Make Statements. 

“ We purchase from Chicago branch offices | 
and have no direct dealings with the head 
offices of the California companies,” said 
Franklin MacVeagh of Franklin MacVeagh 
& Co “ Most of the shipments to Chicago 
are made direct from country establishments 
of dealers in San Francisco.” 

Richard Walsh of Waleh, Boyle & Co. 
made a similar statement. “So far as we 
know, we will not be affected, except possi- 
bly in the purchase of canned ts," he 
paid. “It is likely large holdings of this. 
class of goods have been destroyed in San 
Francisco warehouses.”

TRADING IN OPTIONS.

Gary’s Decision Is Reversed by High- 
er Tribunal and the ‘Merchants’ 
Club,’”? Formed by Members of the 
Board of Trade, Will Cease Its 
Operations, Which Continued After 
Legal Countenance Was at Firat 
Given. 


By reversing a decision handed down by 
Judge Gary in the Superior coyprt: several 
months ago, the Appellate cou esterday 
sounded the death knell of trading In “‘ bids *’ 
pand “ offers” by members.of the board of 
trade. The higher court held that “ privi- 
lege” trading was illegal and in violation of 
the crimin&l code.’ As a result of the ruling 
the Merchants’ association, recently formed 
by members of the exchange to engage in 
trading ‘in’ * bide ”" and “‘offers’’ has dis-_ 


> banded. 
Deal Tested in Courts. 

The court's action arose from a deal be- 
tween Harry Woods and Mark Bates, mem- 
bers of the board of trade, entered into Sept. 
13 last. Woods offered to contract for the 
sale to Bates of 60,000 bushels of wheat at 
82% cents. According to the contract; the 
wheat was to be delivered in December, but 
for consideration of $60 the deal was left 
open for acceptance until Sept. 14. Woods 
later repudiated the option, and Bates sued 
him, Judge Gary giving a judgment for $1,400 
in the belief that the agreement to sell was 
a bonafide contract, 

Judge Ball, who read the decision, held that 
the parties to the sult knew that under the 
law they had no right to give to others the 
option to sell or buy at a future time. Henca, 
according to the opinion, the agreement was 

“within the prohibition of section 130. 


Start Suit to Test Law. 

The Bates-Wood suit was instituted to test 
the legality of “ privilege ’’ trading. “ Bids ’’ 
and “ offers’’ were devised to overcome the 
objections to” puts” and “ calls’ trading, 
which the state law prohibits. For a time 
after the Gary decision was handed down the 
trade in the new form of “ privileges * was 
countenanced by the board of trade, the 
transactions being madein the smoking room 

of the exchange: 

Late in December, however, the dlvectars 
served notice that such trading could not be 
carricd on in the exchange building until the 
legality of it was affirmed by the higher 
courts. The Merchants’ association wags 
formed by board members, and quarters were 
taken in the Commerce building, across La 
Salle street from the board of trade. Only 
board of trade members were eligible to mem- 
bership. 

Trading in the “ privileges "’ was continued 
until the Appellate court’s decision was an- 
nounced, when the organization was. dis- 

nded. \ 

It is calculated that the Minneapolis mar-

SAYS SENATE BLOCKS REFORMS. 


William Dudley Foulke, Addressing 
Hamilton Club, Criticises Upper 
Legislative Body. 


The United States senate came in for sharp 
criticism lastnight by William. Dudley 
Foulke, who spoke at the Hamiltoa club 
Mr. Foulke formerly was a national civil 
service commissioner,.. His subject was the 
‘“ Attitude of the United States Senate To- 
ward Reform.” 

“The genate,’’ sald he, “ has been opposed 
to every important referm inaugurated by 
President Roosevelt, and it is a grave ques- 
tion whether the legislative body represents 
the péople. It opposed the Roosevelt policy 
on the Panama canal, the. Philippines, civil 
service, recent rate legislation for raliroads, 
and the San Domingo treaty,.’’

Foulke said, was the root of the evil. 

‘In these small states,"’ he Geclared, “** the 
senators buy their elections. They do not 
represent anybody but themselves and their 
selfish interests."’ 

He mentioned Senator Clark in thw con- 
nection. He said the only thing that would 

give the people fait representation would be 
a revolution, peaceful or otherwise.
